Record of Political Assassinations for 
the Past Thirty Years. 
From the Ph.ladelpbia Times. 


The following is a list of the political mur- 
ders and attempts upon the lives of rulers 
since 1848: 

1848—November 26—The life of the Duke of 
Modena wus attempted. 

1849—June 21—The Crown Prince of Prus- 
sia was attacked at Minden. 

1850—J une 28—Rovert Pate, an ex-lieuten- 
ant in the army, attempted to assassinate 
Queen Victoria. 

1851—May 22—Sefelogue, a workman, shot 
at Frederick William IV., King of Prussia, 
and broke his fcrearm. 

1852—September 24—An infernal machine 
was found at Marseilles, with which it bad 
been intended to destroy Napoleon III.

Electricity asa Propeller of Boats. 
From the Pali Mall Gazette. 

Another new application of electricity as a 
motor has been experimented in during the 
last few days in Paris. M. G. Trouve,a well- 
known electrician, has devised a method of 
applying the electrical current to the pro- 
pulsion ofa boat, and so far the results bave 
been eminently satisfactory. The experi- 
ments have been made on the Seine on sey- 
eral orcusions With a small boat containing 
from twoto six persons. The boat was tive 
und a half metres long, one and a fifth broad, 
and weighed eizhtv kilogrammes. NM. 
Trouve’s electric motor consisted of a 
Siemens coil, Which by « simple but ingenious 
arrangement is made to transmit its power to 
a three-bluded screw at the stern of the boat. 
The motor itself is lixed on 
the upper part of the rudder, which it follows 
in its movements, as does alsothe screw. The 
motor, With its savessories, does not weigh 
more than tive kilograumimes. Intbe ceatre 
of the boat are arranged two bichromate of 
potassium batteries of six clements each, and 
With a total weight of twenty-four kilogram- 
mes. The two batteries may be emploved to- 
ether or separateiv. and at night, while the 
one is driving the screw, the other nav be 
used for lighting purposes. M. Trouve’s ap- 
paratus may be apapted to any boat, and 
there seems no reason Whatever why it might 
not be so modified as to be applicable to ves- 
sels of much larger dimensions than that ex- 
perimented on, which sailed against the cur- 
rent at the rute of one metre per second, and 
With it at the rate of two anda half metres. 
Experiments in navigation bv electricitv were 
nade on the Neva in IS}hy Jacobi, but the 
method adopted had so many drawbacks as 
to be practically useless.

SENATORS’ SALARIES. 


How ‘They Are Drawn by the Men Who 
Do or Do Not Earn hem. 
Washington Cor. Cincinagti Enquirer. 

United States Senators draw their 
salaries just as regularly and with 
as much greediness as any other ‘‘hired 
band” in Washington. Someof them draw 
every day during the session of Congress, 
some once a week and others twice a mouth. 
A few of them go into the cashier’s room of 
the Secretary’s office and get their salaries 
only oncea month. One Senator only draws 
his pay once a year. 

Among the Senators who most frequently 
call for their stipends is Senator Voorhees of 


Indiana. It is said that he calls on the Sec- 


retary for his salary oftener and 
draws it in smaller amounts than 
any other member of the Senate. 

Henry G. Davis of West Virginia is a rich 
man and uses his salary for spending money. 
Whenever he neéds a little pocket money he 
sends his clerk into the cashier’s office and 
draws $50, $100, $200, and sometimes $500 at a 
time. He boards at the Arlington Hotel, and 
lives within bis salary. 

Don Cameron of Pennsylvania, it is said, 

refers hard money, but is not regular in call- 
ing for his pay. He does not carry anv money 
with him, and ‘runs a bill at the Senate res- 
taurant, which, I have heard, often amounts 
to from #200 to $00. When he needs any 
money he goes in to the cashier and tells him 
to send up to his house $50 in ten-cent pieces, 
$100 in quarters, $200 in half dollars aud $100 
or so in silver dollars. I have heard it sug- 
gested that Don, perhaps, used his salary in 
this way as a substitute for poker chips. 

Old David Davis is perhaps the most regu- 
lar in drawing his salary. On the first day of 
every month he goes to the cash room and 
calls for his monev. One day I happened to 
be in there when the Illinois heavy weight 
came in for his pay. While tbe clerk was get- 
ting it ready old David remarked: 

‘| expect I give vou young men a goad 
deal of trouble, calling for my mouey so often, 
hev—eh?’? 

“Oh, not at all,“ answered the clerk. “If 
all the Senators were as regular as yourself, 
we would not have any trouble at all.“ 

„AKh!“ said the Senator; “are there any 
who draw more frequently than I do, eh—hey 
—elh?’ 0 

Oh, ves, sir. Some of them draw a little 
every day, others once a week, und a great 
many a dozen times a month.“ 

„Nou don’t say so,“ said Mr. Davis. Are 
there any who draw less irequently thant 
do!“ 

es, sir. There is one Senator who only 
draws once a year.’’ 

„Ah! Eb, hey! Humph!” grunted the old 
Senator. He could draw it out and get in- 
terest on it, couldn't he—hey, eh?“ and then 
rolling up his monthly salary, which the clerk 
bad banded him, he walked off muttering to 
himself. “Once a year, eh! ought to draw it 
out and get interest on it—hey, eh?“ 

Roscoe Conkling drew his salary once a 
month. When be resigned he sent one of bis 
clerks up to the Capitol and drew all that was 
due bim, including the day on which his re- 
signation was read. He, however, was not in 
his seat on that day, nor was he at the Capi- 
tol at allafterward during the remainder of 
the extra session. 

Platt of New York has a balance of $6 
placed to his credit. which, if he does not 
check out before the Ist of July, will be sent 
to him by the Secretary of the Senate. 

One Senator trom the South, who owns 
property, itis said, frequently sells his sal- 
ary before it is due, ata discount. I am told 
tbat once or twice, after having given an 
order on the Secretary for his pay, by the 
way, he has gone and drawn it out bimself, 
allowing his order to go to protest and be dis- 
honored. 

Sherman draws his money whenever he 
needs it, sometimes twice a month, and often- 
er it runs on two montbs. Ps 

Pendleton draws up clos¢—erery month 
When the Senate is in sessions 

Burnside sends a draft on ule Sevretary’s 
oftice to his banker, at Provid@ gee, once a 
month, and the bank draus on the Secretary 
of the Senate regularly everv mooth,whether 
the Senate is in session or not. 

Anthouv is the only Senator that drouvs 
once a vear, and his banker attends to it for 
him. 

Fair, of Nevada, went off witbout drawing 
acent, „ut his salarv from the 4tb of Mareh 
to the Ist of July will be sent to him if he does 
not draw it out in the meantime. Fair is said 
to be worth $2,000,000. 

Ben Harrison drew on bis salary three or 
fourtimes. In fact, up to the adjournment 
of the last session that was allthe business he 
did in Washington other than vote n- with 
the Republicans during the dead lock. 

Call, of Florida, is said to be the most im- 
provident Senator in the bunch. It is said 
that he really does not know how to manave 
his own tipancial affairs. 

Senator Joe Brown, Who looks like an early 
day Scotch Presbyterian, uses his salary for 
living expenses in Washington, He draws 
his money whenever his hotel presents its 
bill, Then he goes tothe Senate cashman, 
and complains about how much it costs to 
live in Washington. His living expenses, itis 
thought, bowever, do not exceed his salary. 
Last winter he boarded atthe Riggs House, 
but he hus bought, or proposes to buy, a 
house in which he will live, and, itis said, 
will entertain on an elaborate scale. Mr. 

srown is said to be worth one or two mil- 
lions. 

There are several Senators who have no 
other income than their salaries. They can- 
not draw more aroney than is actually due 
them, but are entitled to their salary woether 
they come near Washington during the session 
of Congress or stay away. If they do not call 
for their money it is sent to them on the Ist 
of July each year. The majority of Senators 
are railroad directors, Presidents of railroad 
companies, Presidents of banks, bank di- 
rectors, etc. Pendletonand Sherman both 
have large railroad interests, as also has 
Henry G. Davis, of West Virginia, who has 
large mining interests, besides a large com- 
mercial business in Baltimore. Plumb and 
Incalls of Kansas are both interested in rail- 
road enterprises in the Southwest. With but 
few exception a | of them are interested in 
some Way With some corporation or other. 
‘Lhe $5,000 salary paid Senators is therefore 
to them a minor consideration. There is not 
one of them tbat would not be willing to 
serve as United States Senator without the 
salary, and [ question whether there is one of 
them that would serve if the salarv was the 
only consideration at stake.

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THREE DELIGHTED EKELEPHANTS. 


Their First Bath in Years and How They 
Luxuriated in It. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Asthethree elephants in the Zoological 
Garden had not washed themselves for more 
than two years Superintendent Brown sud- 
denly realized that it would be eminently 
proper to give them a bath, but the difficulty 
was to finda bath tub large enough to ae- 
commodate the trio of monster proboscidians. 
The sea lion pool orseal tank could not be 
used, as they are too small, and it was re- 
membered that when Empress took her last 
bath in the duck pond in 1879 she flopped 
around in such an extravagant manner and 
stirred up the mud so thoroughly that she 
cume out far dirtier than she was when she 
went in. It was clear that it the elephants 
were to batbe a tub would have to be built. 
Tbe work was begun in April, and, as it was 
finished on Friday, the bathers took their first 
dip yesterday morning. The bath tub is oval 
in shape, ten feet deep, about one hundred 
and twenty feet in circumference and hasa 
concrete floor and is lined with Lricks. Half 
an hour after the elephants, Dom Pedro, 
Empress and Fanny, breakfasted yesterday 
morning they were marched from their 
pens to the brick-covered roadway 
which inclines to the water in the 
bathing place. Here Empress became suspi- 
cious about the solidity of the roadway and 
stopped. The keeper, however,found several 
tender places on her body with his harpoon, 
and after tWo or three wicked snorts, which 
were echoed by her companions, she moved 
cautiously towards the water. The plane to 
the pool is only about sixty feet long, but so 
slowly did the bathers move that fifteen min- 
utes elapsed before Empress put one of her 
fect in the water, stopped, raised her trunk 
and trumpeted loudly. ‘This cry seemed to 
dispel the fears of ber companions, for an in- 
stunt later Dom Pedro pushed his way to the 
front and went boldly into the water. Fanny 
plunged iu next, taking «a genuine 
elepbantine “header”? and reappear- 
ing in the center of the pool. Em- 
press entered very slowly until her legs were 
covered and then with a grunt which indi- 
cated intense satisfaction she toppled over on 
her left side and sank out of sight. Dom 
Pedro, after sousing himself thoroughly and 
coing under the water several times, waded 
to a place where the water was only abdut 
three feet deep and stood there lazily whisk- 
ing bis cood-for-nothing little tail at the flies, 
as he viewed with evident astonishment the 
preposterous capers Fanny was cutting. The 
Dom accepted the situution as coolly as 
though be baihed every day instead of once 
in two vears, but the females fairly bubbled 
over With manifestations of satisfaction and 
they dived and spouted and snorted and 
trumpeted nearly an hour. After splashing 
around fifteen or twenty minutes Fanny 
walked upthe incline and then deliberately 
rolled down imto the water again. The effect 
ofthis newly discovered feat must have 
pleased Ler intensely, for oncoming o the 
surface tuch time her piggish, little eves 
sparkled joyously and she seampered up the 
bath to repeat the novel performance. 

Attbe momentthe spectators were most 
deeply interested in Fanny’s performances 
Dom Pedro showed his ill-breeding by stck- 
ing a gallon or so of water into his trunk and, 
poking that member ont horizontally uutil it 
was as rigid as a hose nozzle, he discharged 
its contents fullin the face of an observing 
naturalist whe stcod near. the edge 
of the pool. The naturalist on 
recovering his breath used bad language and 
Dom Pedro bellowed as if proud of his per- 
formance. The keeper had some difficulty in 
getting the elephants out of the water, but he 
tinaily succeeded and drove them to their 
pens. On the journey, however, Fanny in- 
sisted on rolling in the dust, so that when she 
reacbed ber apartment she was about three 
times as dirty-looking as when she went into 
the bath, but she will take another dip at 1 
o’clock this afternoon.

THE PRIZE SNAKE STORY. 


Tickling One Hundred and Seventy- 
One Rattlesnakes to Death.

When within about a hundred feet of the 
fence surrounding the pasture I heard a loud 
hissing sound. and, turning to discover its 
origin, received a tremendous biow across the 
chest, and in au instant found myself en- 
cirled by a huge rattlesnake and lifted to at 
lesst twenty feet into the air, where I was 
held. The pressure round my waist by the 
coilof tbe shake was so great you could 
clearly bear the bones creak. Kate, without 
waiting for me to scream and supplicate as- 
sistance, as I had done in her dilemma, pulled 
up a spear of berdsgrass und began to tiekle 
the snake’s belly as he thus stood perpendic- 
ular, holding me aloft. This was more than 
his majesty eould stand, and he rapidly un- 
wound himself and dropped me to the 
ground, breaking my arm in the fail.

I stay 
there allsummer. Iam of that age now that 
Ihave done traveling and roaming and my 
pleasures are domestic. My eyes are getting 
weuk. It was as much as I could do last night 
to read my eddress, though it was brought up 
to my eyes by a table [ bad prepared for it. 
Il always insist on eight hours sleep in twen- 
tv-four,and if I come short of it one day I 
sleep_out the complement of those eight 
bours next day. When I get home to- 
night,“ said Mr. Randall, “I shall go to bed 
at seven o’clock.’”’

EDITORIAL MALEVOLENCE, 


Mr. Conkling Accused of Complicity in the 
Assassination of Garfield. 


From Yesterdays Louisville Courier-Journal, 

If Garfield lives it will be an answered anda 
universal prayer. If he dies it will bethe 
curse of God upon a people given over to false 


gods. It there be anything in prayer, let good 
men and women everywhere pray. For itis 
time. 


We do not charge anybody, Girectly by name 
and in person, with the deep damnation of 
this awful crime except the perpetrator him- 
self. But we do demand that the Government 
shall proceed with the minuteness of inquiry 
and the resolution andthe scope which were 
put forth in search of the authors of the mur- 
der of Mr. Lincoln. Three persons at least 
will be saved from ruin by the death of the 
President, and nothing lessthanthe death of 
the President can save them. They are Roscoe 
Conkling, Dorsey and Brady. We donot say 
that they are guilty, but we are unwilling to 
assume, in advance, that they are innocent. 
There is nothing in their character or their 
antecedents to exempt them from a suspicion 
which would instantly and universa'ly attach 
itself to persons in private life who might hold 
a similar relation to acrime directly and con- 
clusively profitable to themselves. 

We speak thus freely and decisively because 
everybody knows that, if the assailant ot the 
resident happened to be a Southern man, we 
should have a Stalwart outcry all over the 
fand against the South. Nobody would be safe 
against suspicion and assault. Perhaps, as 
hard as this seems to be, it would be fair, and 
we insist that an equal aneasure of exac- 
tion shall be maintained in the case asit 
stands. The South is not the partisan friend 
of the President; but it recognizes him as its 
official representative in tke Government, 
because it believes himto be an able man, 
whocan see, and an honest man, who can do, 
and it knows no partyism where human lite is 
involved. It believes Mr. Conkling capable 
of any crime; and it demands that he be sub- 
jected to the inquisatorial, which, under the 
circumstances, would inevitably overtake him 


if he stood in a Similar relation to a 
murder, or attempted murder, having only 
a personal and private significance. The 
man Guiteau is no more crazy than 


Mr. Conkling; notasmuchso. Itis sickening 
to see the newspapers rush pell-me@l to the 
notion of lunacy. What is there to sustainit? 
Not nearly so much as to sustain the lunacy of 
Conkling’s resignation and subsequent be- 
havior. Guiteau is obviously a vicious vag- 
abond; a poor, halt-witted, half-educated 
rogue and vurlet; a confidence man, witham.- 
bition in search of notoristy; a dead-beat 
after adventures—with nothing to lose—the 
very man to undertake a desperate job of work 
backed by a few specious promises. Did 
Conkling tiphim a wink? Did Arthur salute 
him knowingly on the street? Such things 
have been; and the parties to the contract 
touched the hammer ot the revolver that did 
the deed with kid gloves.

Each carried back en 
coursuging news. At 7 o'clock Mrs. Binine 
came and was met by Mrs. Gartield with a 
smile that did not belie her words when she 
said, ‘*Il have not lost my hope.’’ 

Private Secretary brown was up bright and 
early, and found the whole household in bet- 
ter hope. Miss Mollie Garfield. and Jas. Gar- 
field wereout with Colonel Rockwell at 
so'cfork, showing the newly gleaned hope 
and bent on a shot drive to infuse the wasted 
strength. SurgeonGeneral Barnes arrived 
abouts o'clock totake part in the morning 
medical examination. vr. Barnes was very 
despondent last night and is almost elated 
at the favorable sywmptoms this 
a.m. Sir Edward Thornton called at 8:20, 
and hastened tosend the hopeful news to 
England. The pbysicians of course expect 
another reaction toward night, but since the 
President has so farrallied from last night's 
unfavorable situation they do not 
fear the effects of another. Post- 
master General James and Mrs.James reached 
the White House at8:55, and Secretary Kirk- 
wood entered as the morning bulletin was be- 
ing posted inthe corridor. ‘‘Oh, I am so 
glad,“ was his exclamation, and every one 
who heard him said ‘‘Amen.’’ 


The President Hungry. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Doctor Bliss 
saysemphatically that the Presidentis decid- 
edly improved this morning and that his pros- 


pect is more favorable than at 
any time yet. The President this 
morning woke up from a good 


sleep and all Present in the room were de- 
lighted to hear him say Jam hungry, I must 
have something to eat,’’ and he was given 
some chicken broth, though the doctor had 
fear that it would not remain on his 


some 
stomach. It did, however, and 
after eating it the President remarked, 


feel much better.“ Then the doctors made 
an examination and found that the swelling in 
the stomach called tympanitis had receded 
and that the pulse was gradually falling toits 
normal condition. All faces at the White 
House to-day were expressive of hope. 
The doctors know that they really feel the 
encouraging words they utter. The weather 
is warm but the President’s room is most 
pleusantly situated and gets ali the breeze 
there is. The surgeons agree that the turning 
point in the case will probably occur to-day. 


The Patient’s Pain. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., July 5.—Col.. Crump 
who is constantly by the side of» the President 
waiting upon him says he suffers a great deal

of pain. and that the pain incessant; 
that the President is restless and 
feverish and frequently asks to be 
moved trom one side of the bed 


to the other and to have his position changed. 
The pain frequently extorts croans trom the 
sufferer, but he is caretul to give no sign of 


suffering when any of nis family are 
present. Dr. Bliss said about 11 
O lock that is impossible to 


tell just when the crisis begins or where it 
ends; that the President may continue in 
about the present condition tor some days; 
that the knowledge of the course of the Dall 
is so incomplete that it is notknown precisely 
where the injuries are und therefore the effects 
cunnot be calculated. 

Dy. Bliss is much vratified at 
the signs of improvement, and says that his 


condition is more hopeful now than betore. 
The resident enjoved the longest 
sleep last night that he nas yet 
uud. He slept from 10:30 o'clock 
until after midnight and after that had tre- 
quent short naps until daylight. Mrs. 


Gartield left tbe President last night and re 
turned to her room for sleep with assurance 
that be was doing well, and that she 
should be called if there was any change for 
the worse. Sheslept wellatl uight and visit- 
ed the Presidentearly tüte morning. When 
she entered the President’s room Mrs. Mac 
Veagh informed ber that he had continued to 
improve and everything was favorable. Mrs. 
(:artield replied ' told vou from the first that 
he was not going to die. 

Very little is being done in any of the Gov- 
ernment Departments. They are all open, but 
the officials and clerks spend most of their 
time in hunting the latest information from 
the President. 


the Ball. 

WASHINGTON, July5.—The present condition 
ofthe President gives rise to renewed talk 
about probing for the ball. The physicians, 
however, do not intend to do anythdng in this 


direction unless the patient gains very 
much in strength. The continued in 


crease of favorable symptoms adds force 
to an opinion recently advanced by a well. 
known surgeon here not connected with the 
case. He says the ball penetrated in the right 
plaee and started in the right direction to 
penetrate the liver. There has been nathing 
however, to show that the bullet has not 
turned aside. Might it not then be lodged in 
the large muscles of the back? If so the mus 
cles may have closed 
wight cause the reported painsinthe Presi- 
dent's feet and legs. If these are the circum.- 
stances of the President's condition the indi- 
cation is a possibility of a long continued pe- 
rioc of uncertainty as to the final result.

Now that a di 
minished quantity of the drugs is found sum 
cient forthe purpese -required ,the vomiting 
has ceased. Then sustenance, which we 
thought it bese to withhold, is 
uguin given and retained. It is u victory too 
to di we away the pain in his legs and feet. 

‘*When will the crisis be reached?’

During the night further improvement 
in the condition of the President was reported.

Up stairs little 
groups of men, many with weary and 
haggard raees were disposed about the offices. 
Whenever a physician or a Cabinet officer or 
other person who had admission to the private 
apartments appeared eager inquiries were 
made of him for the latest intelligence.

But daring the entire night call- 
ers applied at the main entrance tor some 


news. Outside the only occupants ot the

It was thought durin 
the night that the crisis had been passed an 
that the first bulletin this morning would 
record an important change tor the better.

It may be that the sume pol- 
icy so tar as touches business interests would 
be pursued, but while that may be assume 
it would probably require time tor the new Ad 
ministration to decide the matter and inore 
time to demonstrate to the satisfaction of the 
business community which is cautions in 
coming to conelusions. This is, sotar asthe 
domestic influence of the event goes. The 
foreign markets sbould, by every reasonable 
consideration, be less effected than domestic 
interests are, for there is no ground for be 
lieving thatthe attempt to assassinate was 
unn partot a political plot. The general teel- 
ing among bankers in Wall street is that while 
the death of the President would be a national!

New Building Now in 
run ot ee oc of Erection. 


Tne steady growth of permanent improve- 
ments in St. Louis during the first half of the 
year 1881 has been very creditable to the city.

permits issued during the past six months 
represent nearly $2,600,000 in value oran 
average of but littieless than $100,000 per 
week since January 1.

works of the Pullman Palace Car Company. 
For some months this company has been 
iooking about for an available site on which to 
locate a factory, but the exorbitant prices 
placed upon property desirable for their pur- 

ose caused a considerable delay. As soon as 
4, real estate owner learned what use was to 
yo made of the property for which the com- 

any was negotiating the price was invaria- 
1 put up to a point quite beyond its value. 
However, they have at length, through their 
agent, Mr. W. J. Berkley, succeeded in pur- 
chasing apiece of ground on the northwest 
corner of Scott avenue and Twenty-first 
street, and are now laying the foundation for 
‘heir car factory. The company has bought 
atfive different owners, the first of whom 
was Mr. Jones. His property began on Scott 
avenue, u feet from wenty-first and hada 
front of 150 feet with a depth 
of 126 feet.

The two 
pieces of ground represent an aggregate value 
of about 350,000, It is upon the first large 
piece of ground that the factory is being 
pufit, and by the first of next October it 18 
contidently expeaged that the structure will 
be completed and ready for operation. The 
main room of the company’s works will front 
the east, baving a depth of 180 fect and being 
14 feet wide. In this there will be five tracks, 
each being enough to accommodate two cars 
4t the sume time. Immediately to the north 
of the main room and under the same roof 
will be the varnishing room, with a 
depth of 120 feet from Twenty-first 
street and 22 feet wide. Into this room the 
cars Wil ¥e run for completion, from whence 
after hein upholstered they will be sent out 
for use. ‘The carpenter shop, 60x22 feet, will 
be situated immediately in the rear of the 
varnishing room, with which it connects,and 
also With the main room, In 
the northwest corner of the 
building will be the blacksmith shop, a 
capacious room 55x24 feet, and having twelve 
forces. Adjoining the blacksmith shop on 
the south is the truck shop, 53x30 feet in di- 
mensions and connecting with the main room 
onthe east. In this shop the running gear 
be put together upon a track laid along 
ascenier and then taken through into the 
large work shop. A hallway %x28 feet, a 
store room OUXZ8 anda paint and oil room 
as will occupy in order the remaining 
space between the truck shop and Scott ave- 
nue, and in the southwest corner of the large 
jot will be a vard seventy-five by twenty-five 
feet. This is, in wief a plan of the ground 
floor. Above the truck shop will be the up- 
bolstering room and above the store room 
and paint shop will be the company’s offices. 
These will be reached by a flight of stairs in 
the hallway mentioned above and also by a 
flight of stairs in the southwest corner of the 
jarge work shop, leading up from the avenue. 
Mr. S. S. Beman, the architect, has not yet

timate it is placed at $40,000. 

The Municipal Assembly recently passed an 
ordinance permitting the Pullman Palace Car 
Company to lay tracks across Twenty-first 
street,and these will unite with the transpor- 
tion tracks which now extend to 
the east side of this street. 
When this factory is completed it 
will have sufficient capacity for twelve cars, 
and willemploy 300 skilled workmen. Upon 
the Harris purchase are fourteen tenant 
houses, and for the present at Jeast they will 
be occupied by the employes of the company, 
butif deemed advisable they will be torn 
dewn andthe car-works enlarged in the fu- 
ture. Mr. Weeks, Superintendent of the Pal- 
ace Car Company, bas recently returned from 
Chicago, where tbe plans for the factory were 
developed, and the work will be prosecuted 
under his immediate supervision. The work 
Will be pushed rapidly forward, and within 
ninety days this new enterprise will be inaug- 
urated in our city; and if the beneficial Besults 
of similar works in other cities is any index, 
St. Louis will be vastly profited by the open- 
ing of this Pullman Car Factory.

LAW SCHOOL DIPLOMAS. 


Can Graduates be Admitted to the Bar 
Without Examination? 


Animportant question was argued to-day 


before Judges Lewis and Thompson in the 
Court of Appeals by some of the leading men 
atthe bar. Henry Hitchcock presented the 
test application of Ed. S. Robeat for admission 
to practice based upon his deploma granted by 
the St. Louis Law School of Washington Uni- 
versity. 

The Appellate Court has taken the positioa 
thatit has nolegal authorityto admit young 
mentothe bar simply uponthe presentation 
of alaw school diploma, and holds that an 
examination must be had in all cases of appli- 
cants for admission to practise. Col. Hitchcock 
on the part of the law taculty of the 
Washington University contends that under 
the act of March 5, 1874, the presentation of 
the diploma from that institution entitles a 
graduate to admission atthe bar without ex- 
amination, and that the act of 1879 did not 
operate to repeal the power or autbority con- 
ferred by the act of 1874 in 
that regard. That 18 the 
question which the Court of Appeals, while 
expressing preference for its own interpreta- 
tion of the act of 1879, is willing to hear learned 
counsel upon, andthe matter is an important 
one for all law branches of universities in this 
State as well as for the graduates themselves.
